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Terrific House Battle 
On ‘Draft Arnall’ Move 
Predicted Tomorrow

Despite Speaker Roy Harris’ plea that “continuation of 
this foolishness another day can only result in two men get- 
ting gutted—Ellis Arnall and me,” the self-convened session 
of the Georgia legislature today will receive reports from 
house and senate committees recommending passage of the 
proposal lifting the ban on governors serving consecutive 


terms. 


“Ellis Arnall is a splendid young’ 


man. He has made a fine gover- 
nor,” Ha.-is told a house commit- 
tee yesterday a few short minutes 
after a selfconvened session of 
both houses heard Arnall] make a 
ey plea for lifting the ban. 

ut if this session lasts longer 
than tomorrow morning Ellis Ar- 
nall’s balloon is bursted. Never 
again can he be elected to any of- 
fice in Georgia.” 

Closeness of the vote (30 to 21) 
in the house committee yesterday 
indicated a terrific battle on the 
house floor tomorrow when the 
amendment comes up for debate. 

In contrast to the house com- 
mittee fight, the senate constitu- 
tion committee decided by a loud 
voice vote to submit the amend- 
ment to the full membership to- 
day. President Frank Gross, who 
had blocked an effort to pass the 
amendment in one day, ed that 
it be sent to the floor for consid- 
eration. There was no debate. 

Fortson was highly pleased at 
the house committee’s action. 

“If Speaker Harris’ own hand- 
picked committee turned him 
down, we are sure the house will 
vote for the amendment. Speaker 
Harris shot his entire load in his 


effort to kill the amendment in. 


committee. He failed.” 

But Chairman J. W. Culpepper, 
of the commitee, had a different 
idea. 

“The committee vote was 30 to: 
21. Had I voted, 
been 22. The amendment did not 


pass the committee by a two-thirds 


vote. It will not receive the nec- 
essary two-thirds in the house.” 
The senate came near repudiat- 
ing a ruling by its president when 
Gross refused to treat the amend- 
ment as a privileged resolution 
which could be passed in one day.

FORTSON SPEECH 


In fiery speeches to the house 
committee, Rep. Ben Fortson Jr., 
of Wilkes, observed that Speaker 
Harrisjhad changed his position 
twice on the amendment, and 
Harris declared Gov.

‘merican Marines and dough- 
boys on Okinawa, southern door- 
step of the Japanese homeland, 
seized Naha, the capital city, have 
reached the stubbornly defended 
Shuri Castle fortress and shoved 
deeper into Nipponese territory. 


In the Philippines, American 
doughboys captured the last dam 
in the vast Manila watershed. 


Destruction of the heart of 
Tokyo by American Superfor- 
tresses was Officially disclosed by 
the American Bomber Command 
at Guam at an hour when Japan’s 
great port of Yokohama flamed 
under the impact of more than 
3,000 tons of B-29 fire bombs. 

Photographic proof that 51 
Square miles of Tokyo were but 
ashes and rubble and the heavy 
lashing of Yokohama represented 
but two highlights of the fast-mov- 
ing war in the Orient and almost 
hourly the situation of Nippon 
darkened. 


Japan again shook up her top 
naval commands. 


Yokohama, near Tokyo, felt the 
weight of America’s mighty Super- 
forts for the first time. Close to 
500 of the mammoth bombers hit 
the city in broad daylight Tues- 
day, Japan*se time, unloading 
3,200 tons of incendiaries with ex- 
cellent results. 

The Superforts bombed visually 
and American fliers on the mission 
said fires flared “all over the 

lace” with smoke columns rising 
our to five miles. Within the tar- 
get aréa are big piers, shipyards, 
automotive and aviation indus- 
tries. 

Two B-29s were lost. Air oppo- 
sition was weak, but the raiders 
said ack ack was intense and accu- 
rate.

Extension Of Arnall’s Term to 1950 
May Be Asked by Gross Today

A move whereby Gov. Arnall 
might be retained in office for an- 
other term without permanently 
changing the state constitution 
will be made in the senate today 
by President Frank Gross. 

The senate leader, who said he 
would like to see the Governor 
serve another term, will submit to 
the upper house one of two sub- 
stitute amendments which he has 
prepared. 

One of the amendments, subject 
to ratification by the _ voters, 
would provide that Arnall’s pres- 
ent term of office be extended to 
1950—or four years after his cur- 
rent tenure expires. 

The other substitute would 
stipulate that only the “present 
Governor” might run to succeed 
himself in office; that future gov- 
ernors would be subject to the 
constitutional ban on successive 
terms. 

At a meeting yesterday after- 
moon of the senate constitution 


»committee, Gross urged the body’ 


to report out favorably the 
amendment which had been intro- 
duced to permit any Governor to 
succeed himself. 

But, without elaborating, he 
said he would offer a substitute 
amendment when the proposed 
change in the constitution is offi- 
cially reported out of committee. 
Later, he disclosed to The Consti- 
tution the substitutes he had in 
mind—one of which he will sub- 
mit. 

On the motion of Sen. G. Ever- 
ett Millican, of Atlanta, the sen- 
ate committee voted out favorably, 
by voice vote, the resolution which 
had been authored by Sen. John 
Mavity, of Rossville; Sen. William 
B. Freeman, of Forsyth, and Sen. 
W. H. Wall, of Blakely. There 
were only a few “nayes.” 

The committee took this action 
after it had voted down over- 
whelmingly a substitute amend- 
ment by Sen. Spence Grayson, of 
Savannah, to limit the Governor’s 


rterm of office to two years and 


permit him to run as often as he 
might wish. 

With regard to one of the sub- 
stitute amendments being consid- 
ered by President Gross, it will be 
recalled that the 1941 legislature 
extended the term of Agriculture 
Commissioner Tom Linder by two 
years in order that election for 
the office might be held coinci- 
dentally with the election for gov- 
ernor. 


Should the Gross amendment 
extending Arnall’s term to 1950 
be adopted by the assembly, it 
would mean that the people would 
vote on Arnall when they voted on 
the constitutional amendment, and 
there would be no gubernatorial 
race in 1946. 

Should the other Gross amend- 
ment be adopted, it would mean 
that the people would vote on the 
amendment to permit the “pres- 
ent Governor” to succeed himself, 
later voting on Arnall for gover- 
nor if he decided to run.

Krug Sees Early Rise 
In U. S. Unemployment 


WASHINGTON, May 29.+4/)—. 


WPB Chairman J, A. Krug pre- 
dicted today that unemployment 
will climb from the present 800,- 
000 level to a total of 1,900,000 
persons three months from now, 
then drop to 1,300,000 as reconver- 
sion gets under way. 

Krug made his estimate in a re- 
port which showed April muni- 
tions output below March in al- 
most every major category. 

He said armament cutbacks al 
ready have trimmed $7,000,000,000 
from the original 1945 program of 
$62,000,000,000 and “another large 
step-down” is expected within a 
few weeks. 

The head of the War Production 
Board estimated that at the close 
of the six-month transition stage 
ahead, 4,800,000 persons will have 
been released from war activity, a 
figure which includes 1,000,000 
men to be discharged from the 
armed services. 

All but 1,300,000 of these, he 
forecast, will have been absorbed 
into civilian jobs or the Army, or 
will have voluntarily retired from 
the labor market.., 

Joblessness will tend to concen- 
trate “despite our best efforts” in 
such boom centers as shipbuilding 
and aircraft areas, he reported. 
“Little success” has so far attend- 
ed the government’s efforts to en- 
tice such workers into textile mill, 
logging and mining areas where 


Krug indicated wage increases 
might be sought to remedy what 
he described as the two major 
manpower threats to sustained 
production for the Pacific war— 
the tendency of war workers to 
leave their jobs for peacetime em- 
ployment, and their reluctance to 
move into low-wage industries like 
lumber and textiles. 


“Within the limits permitted by 
the stabilization policy, wage ad- 
justments can probably do more 
to solve manpower shortages than 
any other measures, and if the 
necessary production levels cannot 
be reached, it may become neces- 
sary to ask for a modification of 
the wage and price ceilings for a 
number of low-wage industries,”’

BEYROUTH, May 29.—(UP)—French mortars shelled 
Damascus, capital of Syria, tonight and clashes between na- 


tive “irregulars” and French 


troops spread southward in 


Syria where a French garrison was besieged at Deraa, near 


the Transjordania frontier. 


Jamil Mardam, acting premier of Syria, said that 100 per- 


sons already had been killed and‘ 
300 injured in Syria in clashes 
which broke out when Syrians 
showed their anger at recent 
French action in bringing fresh 
troops to the Levant. 

Usually reliable ‘ources said 
French mortars began firing on 
Damascus at 6:30 p.m. Less than 
20 years ago, in October, 1925, and 
again in 1926, French guns shelled 
Damascus during disturbances 
with the Druses, a rebellious Arab 
tribe. 

CONSUL WOUNDED 


These source. also reported that 
Syrian irregulars had launched 
fierce attacks against the French 
garrison at Deraa, near the Syro- 
Transjordania frontier, and that 
Transjordania’s consul to Syria 
had been wounded as he drove 
through the area on his way from 
Damascus to Amman to report to 
Enir Abdullah on the Syrian 
crisis. 

The attack at Deraa started late 
yesterday evening, and is continu- 
ing, the reports said. The French 
garrison, which lost four dead and 
ten prisoners. refused * demand 
to surrender and said they had 
asked for air support. | 

Observers feared that the fight- 
ing at Deraa might mark the be- 
ginning of widespread action 
against the French. Syrians have 
criticized their government for 
what they called its inactivity 
against the French. 

ROAO SWEPT BY FIRE 

The Transjordan consul was re- 
portec to have been wounded as 
his car drove along a road swept 
by French fire, It was not known 
whether the car was oy, and 
distinctly marked, although it has 
been the custom for diplomatic 
vehicles to carry the flags of their 
nations. , 

Reports reaching the United 
Press said French forces had 
withdrawn from some exposed po- 
sitions where local garrisons could 
not be reinforced at present. 

A Damascus. dispatch said 
clashes were continuing in the 
Homs-Hama area north of Damas- 
cus and that French tanks had 
been sent to reinforce the garri- 
son at Hama. The Damascus re- 
port said some persons were killed 
and wounded in Homs yesterday 
when French forces repelled an 
attack on a truck convoy. 

TANK REINFORCEMENTS 


In Hama, demonstrators en- 
gaged French troops. The French 
took positions at the town gates, 
and sent tanks in to reinforce the 
garrison. 

Elsewhere, French authorities 
were striving to avoid incidents 
with the Syrians and Lebanese. 
French forces in most towns were 
withdrawn into barracks and 
French civilians gathered in clos- 
ed areas from which they could 
be evacuated if necessary. 

Conservative elements among 
the people hoped for a peaceful 
solution and welcomed news from 
Paris that French officials were 
consulting with Gen. DeGaulle 
and British and American au- 
thorities.

Jap Breach 
Widened 
By Chinese 


Gap in Nipponese 
Land Bridge Is Now 
120 Miles in Width

Chinese forces fighting on home 
ground, greatly enlarged their 
hold on the Japanese land lifeline 
into southern Asia. 

The breach in Japan’s vital 
China-Indo-China corridor was wi- 
dened to about 120 miles when 
Chinese troops pushed to the vi- 
cinity of Shulo. This roadside 
town is 60 miles from recaptured 
Nanning, where the Chinese 
punched the first hole in the Nip- 
ponese main land lifeline to south- 
ern Asia. 

FIERCE FIGHTING 

Swarms of American U. S. 14th 
Air Force bombers and fighters 
hammered Japanese lines along 
the entire 900-mile front from the 
Yellow river to the Indo-China 
frontier in close support of the 
— ground forces. 

‘ierce fighting was reported b 
the Chinese High Command at 
Pinyang, important highway hub 
60 miles northeast of Nanning. 


Unconfirmed reports at Chune 
king said the Japanese were pu 


ing out of Liuchow, former Amer- 
ican air base. 

There was a growing opinion in. 
Chungking that main Japanese 
forces in south China might be 
planning genera] realignment by 
withdrawing north of the Yangtze 
and possibly north of the Yellow 
river. 

SIXTH ARMY READY 

The impression that the Japan- 
ese might pull out northward was 
attributed to Nippon fears that 
Russia might get into the Pacific 
war. 

An announcement from the Chi- 
nese Combat Command said that 
China’s American - trained and 
equipped Sixth Army, which had 
arrived in the sector from Burma, 
~ so not yet been thrown into the 
ray. 

In Burma, die-hard Japanese 
troops attacked savagely against 
British Indian forces in the 
sector, about 75 miles north of 
Rangoon. The Nipponese were 
thrown back.

“Jimmy” was bought by Candler 
from Benson’s Wild Anima! Farm 
and was transferred to the Candler 
zoo several years ago. He was 
eight years old when he was trans- 
ferred along with “Cocoa,” an ele-

TOWER OF LONDON AWAITS 


‘Lord Haw Haw’ Wounded, 
Now in British Hands 


LUENEBURG, Germany, May 29.—(7/)—“Lord Haw Haw,” most 
notorious of the Nazis’ renegade broadcasters during the war, was re- 
ported in critical condition tonight after being shot in the thigh by a 
British soldier who thought he was resisting capture. 


The shooting occurred yesterday 
near Flensburg at the Danish bor- 
der, where the 39-year-old, scar- 
faced fugitive was captured with 
hic wife. The British tommy said 


-i he fired when the man, whose real 


name is William Joyce, made a 
threatening move with his hand in 
his pocket. 

A senior officer with the Brit- 


ish Second Army said Joyce was 


being transferred to Lueneburg by 
ambulance. 

An authoritative informant told 
the Associated Press in London 
there was a strong probability 
Joyce would have to stand trial 
for treason in England. Some re- 
ports said he became a German 
citizen after going to that country 
in 1939, but these were not con- 
firmed. 

BORN IN NEW YORK 

Joyce, born in 
Irish parents but educated in Ire- 
land and at London University, 
throughout the war broadcast for 
Propaganda Minister Goebbels in 
a precise, almost exaggerated Ox- 
ford accent that gained him the 
name Lord Haw Haw. 

He twitted British and Ameri- 
can radio audiences over enemy 
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achievement of German arms and 
was generally arrogant and sar- 
castic. Far from undermining 
British morale, however, his broad- 
casts came to be highly regarded 
in that country for their enter- 
tainment value. 

The last time Lord Haw Haw 
was heard—at least’ outside Ger- 
many—was on April 30, just be 
fore the Nazis’ unconditional sur- 
render, when his voice broke in 
a choking, stuttering admission 
that Germany might be beaten. 


WELCOME LONG PREPARED 


The London Daily Mail said May 
4 that a cell in the Tower of Lon- 
Gon was waiting for Joyce. 
Former Deputy Prime Minister 
Clement R. Attlee said in com- 
mons 14 months ago that British 
subjects broadcasting from enemy 
radio stations would be brought 
to trial in British courts. Any 
charges against Joyce probably 
would be based on giving aid and 
comfort to the enemy. 


A chunky. man of perhaps five 
feet, five inches, Joyce was a 
member of Sir Oswald Mosley’s 
British Fascist group in 1933 when 
Hitler seized power. He broke 
with Mosley four years later and 
organized his own “National So- 
cialist League.” He went to Ger- 
many on Aug. 25, 1939. 

Joyce told an Associated Press 
reporter in Berlin in 1940 that he 
felt that if, “for perfect reasons 
of conscience, I could not fight for 
her (England), I must give her up 
forever.” :

In announcing the muster, Gen. 
Pronin said: “General military 
training in the present period 
should be conducted on an even 
higher level than in the days of 
war.” He said that not a single 
youth should miss the muster and 
called on the Young Communist 
League to aid in the call-up. 


“The peaceful period into which | 
our country has entered,” said | 
Gen. Pronin, “should not lessen 
our attention to the problems of 
defense.” 

Meanwhile, the army newspa- 
per Red Star reported that Red 
army garrisons in Siberia and 
troops in Siberian military schools 
had left their bases for summer 
combat training camps. 

TENT CITY 


The summer operations will 
center .4 ound a t..it city on the 
banks of the Tom river, with the 
Tomsk military school laying the 
groundwork for the maneuvers, 
which will begin early in June.

McGill Says 
Russian Bugaboo 
Much Overrated 


ATHENS, Ga., May 29.—Ralph 
McGill, editor of The Atlanta Con- 
stitution, addressing the last week- 
ly chapel convocation of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia’s spring quarter, 
today told a capacity audience of 


students, townspeople and faculty 
members the socalled “Russian 
bugaboo” is currently the most 
over-rated of the _ international 
fears. 

The editor, who recently visited 
Russia on a 43,000-mile swing 
around the world in behalf of an 
international free press, declared: 

“Russia has suffered more than 
any of the Allied nations in cas- 
ualties, destruction and general 
suffering. She needs a long peace 
as badly as any nation in the world 
to rebuild herself as a nation and 
it was my impression that Russia 
today wants peace more than any- 
thing else in this world.” 

McGill said the Russians, as a 
people, contrary to many writers 
and some diplomats, are fully 
aware of U. S aid in this war 
and are “very grateful for it” 

“Although their government and 
their press are far removed from 
ours in many ways, we were able 
to exchange free criticisms of each 
other’s countries without losing 
our tempers,” McGill said of his 
meeting with the Russian press. 

McGill also praised the French 
for their perseverance in maintain- 
ing a free press in the face of 
German oppression and other han- 
dicaps. 

“The world is a very sick, sorry 
place today in 
only a free, fearless and unfet- 
tered press can lead it back to 
normalcy,” he declared in closing.

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How About It, Governor Arnall? 


The self-convened session of the legis- 
lature which met here on yesterday prom- 
ises little but strife and antagonisms from 
which the state should most certainly be 
spared. 


All indications, following yesterday’s 
heated session, point to much opposition 
to the proposal to amend the state consti- 
tution to allow governors to serve an un- 
limited number of consecutive terms. 


The fact that even some proponents of 
the measure are admitting passage is du- 
bious is strangely at odds with the fact that 
more than two-thirds the members of both 
houses signed petitions convening them- 
selves for the sole purpose of effecting 
the change. 


As Gov. Arnall said yesterday, the leg- 
islature has met to do a job—‘“a job that 
now must be done. It would be a reflec- 
tion on the leisglature if it refused to do 
what it certified it wanted to do.” 


The legislature has convened itself. 
The principle which it signified its inten- 
tion of writing into the constitution is a 


splendid one. Undeniably it is one upon 
which the people have a right to vote. 


Therefore, if, after calling itself into 
session for that avowed purpose, the leg- 
islature now does an about-face, one can 
only conclude that a coalition of would-be 
candidates have conspired with foes of 
democratic government to defeat it. As- 
suredly, then, the people are justified in 
being on the lookout for signs of pressure 
from railroads, utilities and other interests 
who would welcome a return to the type 
of administration which places but small 
emphasis on the little man’s welfare. 


The matter would be much simplified, 
of course, had Gov. Arnall taken occasion, 
on yesterday, to state definitely whether 
or not he would be a candidate were the 
amendment approved. 

Certainly the outlook for the present 
session is so critical that the legislature— 
and the people—have a right to demand 
that the Governor declare unequivocably 
whether he will be a candidate if the re- 
striction is removed. . 


How about it, Gov. Arnall? 


The Senate Would Have No Part of It 


The United States senate is to be con- 
gratulated on its vote to turn down an 
amendment to the legislative appropria- 
tions bill which would have given its mem- 
bers an additional $2,500 a year “expense 
allowance.” 


The ratio of the vote—43 to 9—indi- 
cates that most senators fully realized how 
utterly indefensible such action would be 
at a time when millions of Americans are 
subject to strict salary increase restric- 
tions. 


While one can understand the senate’s 
reluctance to strike from the appropria- 
tions bill the provision for the extra $2,500 
a year which house members voted them- 
selves, the senators’ refusal to go along 
with the salary grab makes the house ac- 
tion all the more ridiculous. For, unless 
the house has the propriety to rescind its 
action, we shall now be faced with the 
anomalous spectacle of house members re- 
ceiving $12,500 a year for their services 
while their colleagues in the upper house 
get only $10,000. 


Secretary Stettinius Reports . . . and Explains 


Secretary Stettinius’ report on the San 
Francisco Conference was a confidence- 
inspiring document which should go far 
toward instilling public faith and under- 
standing. 


While many persons continue to regard 
the Big Five veto power as the major flaw 
in the Yalta formula, Mr. Stettinius made 
it plain that any such decisions are of 
necessity the result of compromises. 


“There have been differences between 
us,” he said. “There will continue to be 
differences. But the effectiveness of our 
wartime collaboration has demonstrated 
that our differences can be adjusted.” 


Of great interest to most Americans 
was the secretary’s belated explanation of 
our changed policy toward Argentina. 


His statement—‘“I wish to make it clear | 


that the vote of the United States in favor 
of seating Argentina did not constitute a 
blanket indorsement of the policies of the 
Argentine~government”—was undoubted- 
ly inspired by the wave of public indig- 
nation which swept this nation after our 
State Department, in an abrupt about- 
face, supported the move to have the pro- 
Fascist South American country invited to 
the conference. 


While his explanation of our change of 
policy remains woefully weak, the fact 
that he found it necessary to alibi the 
action should serve notice on the people 
of the Argentine that they must prove 
themselves before they will be fully re- 
stored to the good graces of the demo- 
cratic nations of the world.

Real Opportunity 


ATHENS, Ga.—lIt had been a long time since 

ait, <i I had ridden the roads of Georgia. And riding 

Korea them, looking at the pine trees moving with the 

wind; seeing the people working in the fields, the plows going, the 

slow-plodding mule, the furrows of red earth turned up to the sun, 

it came back to me with a rush that here was something that is 
in a person’s heart when the person says he loves his country. 


He does have an affection for its soil, its trees and its streams. 
He has an affection, too, for the people working it. They are all 


out now, working at getting crops into the soil and tending those 


that have pushed their way up into the sun. 

There are more women working in the fields than I have ever 
seen, women and children. The crops are going in. I saw many a 
young boy and girl, not more than 10 or 11 years old. Some stopped 
to look and wave. Some worked on, their heads down. There were 
many old persons working, too. -There were women in pants and 
overalls, women in dresses and old-fashioned poke bonnets. 


] saw one large woman handling a plow, walking sturdily in the 
furrows. There was a man plowing and a child dropping. seeds in 
the new furrows. 

Seeing them, you knew they were hot, that sweat ran down their 
backs and legs, making shirts and underwear sticky and hot. You 
knew that the soft loam ran into their shoes and that the sweat wet 
the soil so that the feet were muddy and coated with clay. You 
knew the sun baked their backs and shoulders and that the days 
were long. But the crops were going in and you felt a great pride 
in them. There is no help, there are not enough machines and 
tractors. But the crops are going in. Riding the roads of Georgia, 
you may see that for a fact. 

I like the way our hills climb, gracefully and tree-clad. I like 
the way we plow now, the furrows running in tenuous curves 
which, when the new green crops grow up out of the soil, make a 


pattern of beauty that is rare and good to see. 
There are the tortured fields, too, ugly and 


Tortured Fields ashamed. Rain and wind and thoughtless 


man have let the topsoil wash away in the ruts of raw crop fur- 
rows when winter rains and winds have come. Gullied, peopled 
only with sassafras shrub or bitter oak and pine, they are monu- 
ments to our careless thinking which has said, “There is plenty of 
land. When this is worn out clear some more andvwuse it up. There 
is always more.” Until, of course, the time came when there was 
no more. The next step was the wash land, the empty farm cabin, 
the chimney falling down, the windows gone, and all hope, like the 
soil, going away forever, 

But, mostly, the land looks good. It is curious how it pulls 
at people. Every year there are those defeated ones who have never 
known anything but the land, who leave it and go to town. They 
never understand the towns, but become a part of their fretting 
frustrations. Their crowded, cheap houses; their hour-to-hour jobs.

Now More Urgent 


How many of you remember a play, a great 

success "way back then, called “White Cargo? 

Pp | The entire action of the * rang takes —— - 
ing trading station in tropic Africa. ou may remember, in 

a ten act, oe one of the characters lightly taps the wooden 
wall of the station and a sizeable chunk f wood falls loose, to the 
floor. And the older resident explains to the newcomer how the 
all-pervading damp rot, the humid heat of the tropic jungle, rots 
wood and almost any other material quickly. 

Remember that incident from an old play, as the text of this 
column, : 

There is, stacked up in Europe, a series of mountains of Ameri- 
can war-making materiel. Vast surplus stocks of the thousands 
upon thousands of items, large and small, with which our armies 
in Europe made war upon the Nazis. Not all, but a large part of 
this material will be useful in the enlarged campaigns against the 
Japanese, to come as soon as the task of shifting armies and 
fleets—of sea and air—half-around the world is completed. The 
supplies, the materiel are to be shipped to the other side of the 


globe, too. 

. Much of the Pacific fighting is done on islands, 
Tropic Islands in areas where the tropic damp and the tropic 
heat are just as severe as they are on that part of the African 
coast area where the scene of “White Cargo” was pitched. 

Which means that rust and decay and rot would quickly render 
useless a lot of our army, air force and navy equipment if it was 
shipped there in the same manner of packing we used when send- 
ing it to Europe. It will take heavy, careful and solid packing to 
protect the stuff from damp, heat, mold and the insect pests of the 
Pacific areas. 

All of which sums up to the fact that we will have to send to 
Europe, to be used in repacking, vast quantities of heavy Kraft 
papers, in addition to all which must be used on this side in the 
special packing of new goods destined for the Pacific. 

And that means we cannot let up on our savings of, and col- 
lections of, waste paper. 

You boys and girls in the schools who have collected so much 
scrap paper in the past must intensify your efforts and eollect 
still more in the future. You Boy Scouts mustn’t think your paper 
collecting job is over just because we’ve whipped the Germans to 
their knees. 

It will, in all probability, require more heavy packing paper 
and pasteboard for the war against Japan, when we go full-out in 
the Pacific, than it took for the two wars a few months ago. 

So, all of you, save that waste paper, see that it is properly 
collected and don’t expect to find paper sacks any more plentiful 
around your favorite stores in the immediate future. They just 
won't be there. 

The only type of paper which will, probably, be more plentiful 
because of the end of battle in Europe, will be white paper. 


It was, I believe, in 1925 that old Waterloo 
bridge over the Thames, at London, was 
condemned and a temporary structure erected to handle traffic 
while a new bridge was under construction. 

This “temporary” bridge had to serve about 17 years until, in 
1942. the new, permanent Waterloo bridge was opened. 

Have you any idea what happened to the “temporary” Waterloo 
bridge when it was no longer needed? 


Well, here’s quite a story about it. 
You remember how units of the U. S. First Army were the first 


to cross the Rhine, earlier this year, when lucky chance brought 
them to the railroad bridge at Remagen before the Germans had 
destroyed that span? 

How, for several days, we poured men and supplies across that 
bridge, despite the best efforts of Nazi guns and bombing planes to 
destroy it? How, eventually, the enemy succeeded in knocking the 


bridge into the river? 


Of course, we all know our army engineers had several pontoon 
bridges in use, crossing the Rhine at that point, to continue the 
flow of equipment and supplies and reinforcements to the men 
who held our bridgehead across the historic stream at that point. 

But the discarded, temporary Waterloo bridge from London 
had, before then, been dismantled and shipped across the channel 
to Antwerp, just in case it might be needed. 

When the Remagen railroad bridge collapsed, the dismantled 
bridge was rushed there on special trucks, section by section, and, 
working under enemy fire, army engineers worked day and night, 
to rebuild it. , 

In less than a week they did the job, and tanks, guns, trucks 
and men were pouring across Waterloo bridge into inner Germany. 

And the bridge once so familiar to Londoners today stands, at 
Remagen, spanning the Rhine—instead of the Thames.

Freedom 
Or Chaos 


Not long after Columbus found 
the New World, gentlemen adven- 
tures from various lands came 
to the islands now collectively and 
incorrectly called the West Indies, 
and by grant or purchase obtained 
large tracts of land, much of it cov- 
ered with virgin hardwood forests. 

Land needs workers, and since 
the nativés were unsatisfactory 


to servitude, the problem was 
solved by importing slaves from 


These Africans in time 
populated most of the islands. 

Centuries passed; the forests dis- | 
appeared; the islands changed ' 
hands, becoming British, French, | 
Dutch, American or free and self- 
governed; but on most of them 
the land remained in large tracts, | 
owned by a few. 

The slaves were set free. But 
where all the land is owned by a 
few, and the many must work 
upon it to live—and especially 
when the landlords are “absentee 
owners’—the result is a form of 
slavery, whatever it is called. 

But want of land was not the 
only thing that kept most of the 
islanders from developing and pro- 
gressing.' Their white rulers made 
little if any intelligent effort to 
help them develop, and _ they 
lacked the native ability and enter- 
prise to overcome all adversity as 
American pioneers did. 


Today, on most of the islands, 
their plight is a disgrace to civil- 
ization. On our own Puerto Rico, 
as you know, the people lead this 
hemisphere in illiteracy, disease 
and poverty, despite the millions 
we have squandered there. 

By contrast, consider the Domin- 
ican Republic. * 

In this so-called republic, every- 
thing works smoothly and effi- 
ciently. The people work steadily 
and have a better income than 
their neighbors. There are profit- 
abe industries and a swanky tour- 
ist hotel. 

Why the difference? The Domin- 
ican Republic has a mulatto dic- 
tator, trained by the Marines, who 
is absolute boss. He tells the peo- 
ple what to do, and they do it 
or else. Unfortunately, his chief 
concern is in filling his own pock- 
ets, or the people would be very 
prosperous. 

New Dealers found that illiter- 
ate .armers near the Gulf of Mex- 
ico failed when trusted with money 
and independence, but soon be- 
came self-supporting when some- 
body managed their affairs. 

It is a thought for peace makers. 
Freedom, to some peoples, would 
mean chaos. They must be man- 
aged until they are able to stand 
alone. To turn them loose would 
be cruel. —

Suicides Prove 
Nazi War Guilt 


WASHINGTON—The wave of suicides that 

has been sweeping over the Reich since Ger- 

: many’s unconditional surrender is the best evi- 
dence of how the Nazis themselves regard their war guilt. 


One after another, the former Nazi warlords have been taking 
their own lives since the collapse of German resistance. Himmler, 
the arch criminal of Hitler’s underlings; Adm. Hans Georg Friede- 
burg, one of the signers of the surrender, and now Field Marsha! 
Gen. Robert Ritter von Greim, successor to Hermann Goering as 
head of the Luftwaffe, are among the most conspicuous of the [ot. 


The circumstances of Hitler’s death—if, indeed, he is dead— 
remain to be verified. But if the accepted version is true, then he 
also may be included in the list of Nazi suicides. 


For whether he was killed in the final defense of Berlin or put 
to death by one of his own henchmen, as the various reports have 
it, the result was the same. He elected to meet death amid the 
ruins of his own monumental folly, rather than face trial at the 
hands of his conquerors and the peoples he had outraged and 
overrun. 


_ The same is no doubt true of Goebbels, the propaganda mouth- 
piece of the evils of Nazidom, the details of whose reported death 
are yet to be authenticated. 


Of all that sorry crew of usurpers of human rights and de 
spoilers of the peace, Goering seems to be one of the few who have 
given up willingly and placed themselves in Allied hands. The 
others we are having to run down, and as we catch them they 
prefer to take their own lives, as Himmler did, rather than stand 
trial for their gross crimes against civilization. 


Organized international gangsters in life, they have 
Gangsters chosen to die as gangsters. There is 1 Pont thetr 
passing much of the aspect of some of our own criminal gangs who 
have been cornered by FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover and his men. 
They die on the spot in preference to being haled into court to 
answer for their crimes. 


The world will judge them by the manner of their death. Con- 
scious of their own guilt, they have found it cheaper to die at 
their own hands. 


We may expect to see a similar wave of suicides to sweep over 
Japan when the final day of atonement ¢omes there. Far more than 
the Germans, perhaps, the Japs have a code of self-destruction 
which they resort to when frustrated in their designs. 


Thus the world will probably be spared the spectacle of bring- 
ing the chief warmongers to trial. It is better this way, perhaps. 
Had Hitler and Mussolini lived, along with their more notorious 
henchmen, it would have been necessary to bring them before some 
international tribunal for justice. The proceedings of such a ftial 
would have been highly dramatic, and the only just verdict that 
could have been reached would have tended to make martyrs of 
the guilty. 

In that way we would have kindled the fires of another war. 


By dying as they have, either at their own hands or, as in 
Mussolini’s case, at the hands of their own people, the leading Axis 
war criminals have removed any stamp of martyrdom. They have 
passed on mostly as self-confessed criminals, fearful of the gallows 
and unwilling to trust their fate to the orderly processes of inter- 
national justice. 


The task remaining for us is made much simpler. We do not 
propose to deal any less harshly with the other Axis underlings 
who may fall into our hands, but with the bigwigs gone it will be 
an easier matter to mete out justice to the rank and file of the 
residue. There will be missing about it the fanfare and trumpetry 
which would have accompanied the trial of Hitler and Mussolini, 
for example. 


It might have been a good example to set for the world to bring 
these arch offenders against the peace to public justice. But in 
a measure we have accomplished the same thing in the manner of 
their deaths. What is lacking will be supplied in the penalty we 
impose on those that are left.

Know Your 
Geography? 


PRINCETON, N. J.—History 
teachers a few years ago would 
have thrown up their hands in 
despair at the thought of trying 
to get students to remember 
names like Okinawa, Osaka, 
Guam, Eniwetok, Palau, Kyushu 
or Iwo Jima. 

Today these names, or others 
like them, figure in the newspaper 
headlines every day, and the keen 
public interest in the Japanese 
war has brought widespread pub- 
lic familiarity with odd-sounding 
names and places in the far-flung 
Pacific area. 

It may not be too surprising 


that eight out of ten people in 
this country are able to say where | 
Chungking is, or that three-quar- | 
ters of them can say where Ma- 
nila is. 

But it should come as somewhat 
of a surprise that four in every 
ten are able to place Osaka, a 
Japanese city, and Kyushu, one 
of the main Japanese islands, that 
a third of the people can tell 
where Okinawa is. 

Guam, Java, Singapore, names 
which spelled bitter fighting and 
heroism early in the Pacific war 
cause a little more trouble when 
people are asked where they are. 

Only 14 out of one hundred 
were able to say that Singapore 
is in British Malaya. People who 
guessed placed Singapore in all 
parts of the world—China, Bur- 
ma, England, India, France, South 
America, Manila, Europe, some- 
where in Africa. College people 
have no reason for feeling smug. 
Only a little more than a third of 
them included in the survey were 
able to place Singapore correctly. 

Java a little better. One 
out of every four named it as an 
island in the Pacific, some desig- 
nating more precisely, in the 
Netherlands Indies. 

It was placed variously by those 
guessing in India ... where the 
Japs are... an island in the At- 
lantic ocean. A huckster’s wife 
looked desperate on this one. “I 
don't know,” she said, “I was born 
and raised in Delaware myself.” 

Twenty-eight per cent among 
everyone interviewed could say 
where Guam is. It is rather re- 
markable that less than half 
(46%) of the college people an- 


swered this one right, since it is 
now Adm. Nimitz’s advance head- 
Quarters. 

Some of the guesses proved pret- | 
ty fantastics. For example: “Osaka 
is in Britain ... Austria. Manila 
is in Havana ... around Pearl 
Harbor ... In Italy. Guam is in 
Germany.” A 40-year-old school 
teacher declared confidently that 
Kyushu is in the Aleutians.

Unknowns Finance the War 


LOUISVILLE—The young boy 
who told his mother that he 
wanted to meet “Mr. Anon,” be 
cause the best things he read were 
signed “Anon,” really hit upon an 
idea at that. 

There is something very thrill- 


ing and moving about anonimity 


when that anonimity is coupled 
with things heroic. Take the tomb 
of the Unknown Soldier for in- 
stance. In the thousands and thou- 
sands of well-marked graves in 
Arlington cemetery there is not a 
headstone that brings the mist of 
tears to the eyes so quickly as 
that nameless grave. Equestrian 
statues there may be, and expen- 
sive vaults, each marked with the 
name of well-known and revered 
personages, but the tomb of the 
Unknown Soldier tops them all for 
personal appeal. Anonimity makes 
the tomb belong to all of us. 


The same is true of the picture 
of the four Marines who raised 
the flag on Iwo Jima. When that 
wonderful war photograph was 
first released I studied the outline

New Line 
Of Action 


No honest American observer of 
the Communist conspiracy as it 
has operated in the United States 
can have been surprised by the 
sudden abandonment of the pre- 
tense which had been maintained 
since Pearl Harbor and the re- 
newal of open hostility to the 
American form and system of gov- 
ernment. This change was an- 
nounced in a long article in the 
Daily Worker, the old party or- 
gan, by a French Communist 
named Jacques Duclos, which took 
precedence over the leadership of 
Earl Browder, who now appears to 
be a sacrificial goat. Duclos damn- 
ed Browder in Browder’s own 
paper for heresy to the pure Marx- 
ian revolution and the class war 
and, such is the discipline of the 
International conspiracy, direct 
from Moscow, Browder had to run 
the piece with an editorial pre- 
cede under his own signature 
humbly promising to take the mat- 
ter up at the next meeting of the 
Communist organization. For ex- 
pedience, this bund has been call- 
ing itself a political association, 
rather than a party, for about one 
year. 


It goes without saying that the 
American cell of the conspiracy 
will now take off its whiskers or, 
more properly, resume the whis- 
kers and take off that capitalistic 
plug hat and the plush weskit 
adorned with dollar signs and 
picket the White House again. 


For the purposes of Americans, 
this is all for the best. 
cates those skeptics who, from 
years of observation, had antici- 
pated just this very switch in the 
party line to take place as soon 
as Hitler was demolished. Such 


intuition. 

Stalin was in deep trouble from 
June 21, 1941, until his troops were 
enabled to shoot their way into 
a Berlin demolished by American 
bombers, marching on American 
canned rations from the stockyards 
of Chicago and the orchards and 
‘Nfarms of California, and equipped 
with American vehicles and guns. 
In this country, it was Browder’s 
mission to promote trust in Rus- 
sia and beguile the naive American 
native with sentimental propagan- 
da about the fundamental likeness 
of our people and theirs and the 
rightest tendency of Communism 
in Russia. In fact, during this pe- 
riod, Browder and the rest of the 
lodge had little to say about Com- 
munism which, to Americans, has 
an offensive smell as of the de- 
bauchery of young girls, mass exe- 
cutions of political heretics and 
immorality as a fixed code of con- 
duct. Aware of this fastidious 
prejudice, they used the word de- 
mocracy instead and got Henry 
Wallace to thump a tub now and 
again with loose-mouthed §as- 
surances that this democracy was, 
in many respects, superior to ours. 

By folding up the Communist 
party temporarily, Browder en- 
abled his most zealous subjects to 
join Sidney Hillman and the Roose- 
velt party in the fourth-term cam- 
paign in the result of which, nat- 
urally, they claimed a deciding in- 
fluence. Now, however, Russia’s 
war with Hitler, which was Rus- 
sia’s only war, has ended, and the 
United States is militarily and 
politically committed. to the de- 
struction of Russia’s other enemy, 
Japan, and the delivery of an 
Asiatic empire to Russia, free of 
any cost to Russia in exertion, life 
or material. There being no fur- 
ther reason to placate or gull the 
American people, the old purposes 
of the International Communist 
program and activity may be 
avowed again. 

This change now directs close 
attention to the conduct of those 
unavowed American Communists 
who collaborated with the profess- 
ing Bolsheviks during this time. 
They are numerous in Washington, 
in Hollywood, in the theater, on 
the air and in the unions of the 
CIO. If they go along with the 
Communists in the new venture 
they commit themselves and vindi- 
cate the Dies Committee. But if 
they recant they perish because it 
was only by the power of clamor- 
ous propaganda that they were 
enabled to claim a status above 
the grade of nonentity. 

Franklin Roosevelt’s death might 
have hurried the pitcher’s delivery 
in this case, but that is one of those 
propositions which he, with his 
ready wit, would have called iffy. 
The Communists had got from him 
about all that he could give. 
Through the American people, he 
saved their country, made possible 
the destruction of their only for- 
midable rival in Europe and deliv- 
ered the continent to them from 
the Pyrenees to the Bosporous, 
with the dividend in Asia already 
voted and soon to be delivered. At 
home, since his accession, Presi- 
dent Truman has plainly shown, as 
all Americans knew all the time, 
that he is ill-at-ease in the pres- 
ence of the fellow-traveler and so, 
inevitably and soon, he would have 
rejected the .Communists in any 
guise and their collaborators in 
favor of Americans who speak the 
American language. 

As a net gain, whatever the 
Communists do to him, and even 
though they should lure him back 
to Russia and shoot him as they 
did so many others for ideological 
error, Browder may point to many 
advantages wrought by his asso- 
ciation with the New Deal. The 
American Merchant Marine, the 
greatest cargo fleet in all history, 
is controlled by a party line sub- 
sidiary disguised as a union which 
gives orders not only to the skip- 

ers but to the government agency 
n charge. 

The Communists have establish- 
ed their espionage in radio and 
wire communications, also by 
means of union penetration, and 
they can tie up the mining and 
refining of nonferrous metals so 
necessary for peace or war. The 
production of ball and roller bear- 
ings which, as Gen. Carl Spaatz 
demonstrated in Germany, are 
vital to traffic by air, sea, and 
land, also is at their mercy and 
we have few secrets of trade, sci- 
ence, finance or technical meth- 
od which they cannot _§ steal 
through union agents. 

The new manifesto frankly calls

‘This Is No Day 
To Speak of Glory 


WASHINGTON—This is the day when 


we 


pause to remember and honor those who have 
: died in our country’s wars. 

This year, as last year and the year before and the year before 
that, we think particularly of those who have died in this war that 
is still going on. For the graves are fresher—in France and Germany 
and Italy and on the islands of the Pacific—and many hearts are still 


heavy from recent grief. 


The honors are done so fre- 
quently with the noisy fanfare of 
military pomp, “Glory” is men- 
tioned often and idealized, when 
there is really no glory in war, 
only weary hours of marching 
down endless roads and waiting 
alone in a foxhole or in the stink- 
ing tropical wilderness, with death 
rising up suddenly to look you in 
the face or smite you down. 


This is no day to speak of 
“glory,” with -aH~its connotations. 


This is the day to ponder the 
death of those who died so young, 
and to think again of why they 
fought, to remember for what it 
was they lay alone in the midst of 
battle waiting for the advance, for 
what it was they jumped from 
their refuges and faced the merci- 
less torrent of steel. 

This is the day to remember the 
happiness they once had, the free- 
doms they cherished, the rights 
they enjoyed—the right to go to 
a school where they could learn 
to think ‘as they pleased, to say 
what they pleased, to go to what 
church they pleased, or not go to 
church at all, to read what they 
wanted to read, to go to work at 
the job they chose, to walk in the 
streets without the quick back- 
ward look of fear over the shoul- 
der, to live and to sleep quietly in 
their homes, 

It was these simple things for 
which they fought, though they 
often never stopped to think. It 
was something deep inside. 

For the enemy would deny all 
these and'make man into an auto- 
maton, the supine creature of a 
ruthless state, not the free spirit 
that God made him. 

This is the day, too, to remem- 
ber the unhappiness that some of 


‘lIthem had, the hunger sometimes 


for food or for other things, the 
poverty they endured, the dingy 
walls, cracked and stained, at 
which they stared in the night, the 
exhaustion from tramping the 
streets looking for a job where 
there was none. ~~ 

For we have had that in Amer- 
ica, too. 

This is the day to remember that 
they died to abolish these things. 

They fought, too, against the 
greed for power in. high places, 
against the ambition to conquer 
other peoples and make other peo- 
ples into the image of the con- 
queror’s docile followers, which is 
what our enemies thought to do. 
There are people among us who 
would do the same with other peo- 
ple and other peoples’ lives. They 
fought and died to change all that, 
too. 

They came from the common 
people and they fought for the 


common people everywhere 
against those who would push 
them around, those who would 
taint and poison their minds. They 
fought against a state of mind as 
much as anything else, and that 
state of mind is not peculiar to 
any country, though it has been 
carried to a national fanaticism 
among our enemies, so that we 
had to fight, finally, to destroy it 
before it destroyed us. 

This is a day to look into our 
own mirrors, 

It is a day, too, to begin to sep- 
arate the people from those who 
would push them around or make 
them into mannikins. The wrong 
was originally at the top, though 
the fact that it could hypnotize 
the people at the bottom showed 
there was something wrong there, 
too, something we must try to 
trace down to its beginnings and 
try to correct, with understanding 
and sympathy. 

Human beings are fundamental- 
ly much alike everywhere.

WASHINGTON, — Last time I 
stumbled along the best I could 
to outline the first three gro’'ps 
of ex-servicemen for admission to 
Yeterans’ Administration hos- 
pitals. First are the GI’s with a 
wal-service-incurred disability 
which needs treatment. Seconu 
are those who need treatment for 
a line of duty disability but who 
had no wartime service. Third 
are the veterans with wi service 
but no service-ingurred disability, 
yet who at any time may suffer 
from a permanently disabling con- 
ditioa, or any condition demand- 
ing quick or lengthy treatment. 


Now let’s get on here with the 
fourth group. This consists of 
scrvice pcople discharged because 
of a_ service-incurred disability 
but who didn’t serve during a war 
period. They must be suffering 
with some permanent disability or 
some condition requiring emer- 
gency or extensive treatment. 
They can get care in either a Vet- 
erans’ Administration hospital or 
a domiciliary home. 


Any veteran in the first four 
groups must hold an honorable 
discharge.

Comes now the fifth group. This 
would be any ex-Joes who served 
anytime during a war period but 
weren't disabled. These must 
hive a discharge given “under 
conditions other than  dishonor- 
able.” If they need hospital or 
domiciliary care at any time they 
have to sign a statement, and swear 
to it, that they're financially un- 
able to pay for it.

While 
pauper’s oath is only « term, the 
form nevertheless, at its top, 
clearly indicated that a fine of 
$1,000 or one year in prison or 
both could be the fate of the vet- 
eran who knowingly signed any 
false statement. Then the form 
probed into the value of any prop- 
erty owned by the veteran, and 
‘ inquired whether the veteran 
was able to pay for hdéspitaliza- 
tion or domiciliary care. e had 
to sign this before a notary public. 

Recentlv the form was modified 
but still numbered P-10 (Revised 
December, 1944). In spite of 
some changes and_ considerable 
simplification, it’s still the same 
form. This isn’t the fault of the 
he saya Administration.

Now, what is being done about 
it? Rep. Wickersham, Oklahoma, 
has introduced a bill in the house 
which would prohibit the Vetere 
ans’ Administration from requir- 
ing a veteran to sign a “pauper’s 
oath” before he is allowed Vet- 
erans’ Administration hospital 
treatment. It is HR 2413. An- 
other bill, HR 2587 by Rep. Joseph 
M. Martin Jr., house minority 
leader, proposes the same thing.
